"The heavy yellow, burns went 


"I 
dont think It pained them very 
much because they didn't respond 
to the touch of pmcers-but may- 
be they were unconscious/'

Many had recovered from their 
burns "when their hair started 
falling out. they ran a tempera- 
lure, their bodies turned a pale 
green, then they died."

TRUMAN AND RUSSIA 


Mr. Truman'i exciting speech last Saturday re- 


vived the Monroe Doctrine, although he associates 
t with the Good Neighbor Policy; ho revived the 
Open Door Policy of John Hay but admlti that we 
shall not, in present circumstances, be able to do 
much about H; he revived the Non-Recognition 
:>ollcy (Iloover-Stimson); ho revived the Nine 
S'owur Treaty policy of the Inviolability of terri- 
torial nnd administrative integrity. He revived 
the Atlantic Churlcr and the Four Freedoms 
which represent a repudiation of Teheran, Yalta 
und Potsdam. 


To this, Mr, Truman added an Insistence upon 


this country possessing (he largest volume und cf- 
'cctlvcness of power; the largest navy, Hie-largest 
air-force; the secrecy of the manufacturing pro- 
cesses of the atomic bomb; ft most efficient army., 


All this is for whatt 
Unless the President Is 


convinced that the peace has already failed, his 
speech Is a purposeless threat, particularly as at 
Potsdam, Mr. Truman personally agreed to 
the 


destruction of the Integrity of a number of nations. 
It is impossible therefore to accept it as other 
than a statement to the American people that this 
country finds itself hopelessly defeated in its effort 
to find a formula to bring this war to a peaceful 
conclusion. 
It was impossible to listen to Mr. Truman with- 


out realizing that he was speaking as much to the 
Russians as to the American people. 
We do not 


need such H navy or air force or army as he. de- 
scribed unless the target is known und measured. 
Certainly, neither Germany nor Japan nor China 
nor France, nor even Great Britain, arc likely to 
be opponenls of thai caliber for decades. By this 
process of elimination, it becomes obvious that he 
had Russia in mind. This Is made more emphatic 
by his insistence upon non-recognition of Imposed 
governments, for except as the British and the 
Dutch are reimposing themselves on their erst- 
while subject peoples of Asia, the only country that 
is establishing imposed governments anywhere is 
Soviet Russia. 


Non-recognition is not a new policy with 
the 


United States. 
This country did not recognize 


Soviet Russia from 3917 to 1933; it never recog- 
nized Japan's establishment of Manchukuo. 
Both 


countries survived, 
although 
the 
incidence of 


Manchukuo was one of the causes for our mount- 
ing antagonism toward Japan. 


Noii-recognillon of the Soviet puppet govern- 


ments in Eastern Europe today is altogether dif- 
ferent. The United States is now the only reser- 
voir of liquid capital for the rebuilding of 
those 


countries, for food supplies and for credits. Soviet 
Russia may be able to assist them to sonic extent, 
even with such materials and such credits as we 
have already provided or With portions of the 
Soviet share of the loot from Germany and Japan. 
But that will hardly suffice, if Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Yugoslavia, Hungary, and other countries within the 
Russian orbit are to be rehabilitated on a modern 
basis. Non-recognition then means no credits. It 
is a very serious sanction. 


It may be that Mr. Truman is using a big stick 


to convince Russia that the appeasements of Te- 
heran, Yalta and Potsdam are no more. It may 
be the American reply to the failure ol the London 
Conference. It may be the prelude to a period ol 
toughness in our foreign relations such as 
this 


country has not known since \Voodrow Wilson told 
the Kaiser what we thought of his policies. 


But what next? 
Granted that Mr. Truman's 


statement of principles will meet with the fullest 
approval of the American people, surely there is 
some way of convincing the Russians that we really 
want pence—not peace at nny price, but peace for 
the sake of peace. There ought to be some way ol 
assuring them thut we really do not want to have 
the largest nnvy, the largest air force, the largest 
budget and the largest public debt, but that their 
conduct has been so heiwy-footed nnd so arrogant 
that that which we really do not desire, we shall 
have because they lenvc us no alternative. Surely 
their greatest security lies In our friendship and 
cooperation;.their anxieties need not outrage the 
sensibilities of the civilized world. There ought to 
be a just way to peace between Russia and the 
United States.

flvc years ago today this corre- 
spondent came to the national 
capital to write about public af- 
fairs. Being 21 years of age and 
just out of college, it was natural 
perhaps that a bit of cynicism 
about government should at first 
have crept into his mind. 


Today, in recollection over the 


years, the one thing that 
stands 


out more clearly than any other 
is an abiding faith In the repre- 
sentative system of government. 
The American people like 
to 


criticise 
their institutions and 


even go so far at times : as lo 
satirize their public men, but a 
close observation of the trends of 
opinion and of the ups and downs 
of legislative controversies over 
the 35 years leads to the conclu- 
sion, that the government is re- 
sponsive to public desires.- Con- 
gress is in reality far more repre- 
sentative of the public wish than 
is generally believed even by the 
people themselves. 
. 


On many an occasion it has 


seemed to the writer that the col- 
lective thinking of Congress has 
been wrong, that its delays or 
postponements have disregarded 
the public need or demand. Al- 
lowing for some instances in which 
all the facts have not been avail- 
able to Congress at the time or 
public thought 
has 
failed 
to 


crystallize clearly, it is this cor- 
respondent's belief that the votes 
in Congress have turned out only 
on rare occasions to be at variance 
with the currents of public opin- 
ion outside of Washington. 


There always will be a question 


as to whether Congress 
should 


guide or be Kuided by public opm- 
ion. 
But however commendable 


it may be to encourage legislators 
to take the leadership in public 
thought—in educating their con- 
stituents—it has been my impres- 
sion that senators and represen- 
tatives do earnestly endeavor to 
interpret the desires of the people. 
To the extent that these interpre- 
tations constitute sometimes an 
anticipation of the citizen's wishes, 
it is often true that senators and 
representatives feel an instinctive 
reaction. They 
frequently 
feel 


the "back home" attitude on par- 
ticular measures before the peo- 
ple express themselves. 


Representative government Is, 


of course, a cumbersome thing. 
Many improvements in forms anil 
procedures remain to be made as

that long line. Bold girls, shy 
girls, quiet girls, waitresses, fac- 
tory workers, stenographers, home 
girls and young widows who had 
lost husbands and parents 


American bombings. The widows 
had come now to apply for the 
jub of handing out candy bars and 
coffee to soldiers of a nation that 
had left them without a provider. 
But that irony had no meaning 
for them.

Those 
of us who have been away from 
our employments for some years 
have a much clearer perspective of 
the effect of Stale and County ac- 
tion in enacting rehabilitation leg- 
islation thnn do civilians who arc 
only remotely affected.

Bill of Rights, a 
federal statute, nuarantecs every 
service man or woman rcemploy- 
mcnt, education and rehabilitation 
rights, including cash loans. While 
most of the men in service anil 
those already discharged feel that 
the Federal C. 1.

It requires die assurance 
that such laws operate, as intend-
